HARRY'CAVASSA 
FOUND GUILTY ON 
POISON CHARGE 

Harry Cavassa, proprietor of 
three peninsula drug stores—South 
San Francisco, Colma and Burlin¬ 
game was found guilty on three 
counts of minor violations of the 
state pharmacy regulations in Jus¬ 
tice of the I’eacc Walter .M. Bird’s 
court yesterday afternoon. He will 
a|ipcur for sentence tomorrow. 

Two of the counts against the 
pharmacist were for allowing un¬ 
authorized and unlicensed employes 
to sell poisons in his stores in the 
form of ant paste, and the other 
count charged him with failure to 
have a licensed pharmacist in 
charge of one of his stores at all 
times. 

The complaints were sworn to 
by J. F. McCarthy, inspector of the 
state hoard of pharmacy, head- 
(piarters in .San Francisco. Mc¬ 
Carthy appeared at the hearing 
yesterday. 

(R-orge C. W. Kgan, attorney for 
the state board of pharmacy, ap¬ 
peared in person as prosecutor. 
Cavassa hud a separate trial on 
each of three counts. 

The penalty for allowing the 
sale of poison by anyone but a li¬ 
censed pharmacist is a fine of not 
less than $110 nor more than $200, 
and not less than thirty days or 
more than fiftv days’ imprison-’ 
ment, or both, 'fhe penalty for not 
maintaining a licensed pharmacist 
on the premises at all times is a 
fine of not less than $20 lor more 
than $100, or imprisonment not to 
exceed fifty days, or both.

Much Needed Peninsula High¬ 
way Should Be Open For 
Travel Next Year. 

Virtual completion of the grad- 
: ing of the first unit of the Bay- 
shore highway, stretching between 
i South San F'runcisco to within a 
j mile of the northern limits of .San 
' .Mateo, is announced this week by 
I engineers and the dream of smash- 
! ing the "bottleneck” of the |)enin- 
siila district should soon be a 
I realty. 

This does not mean that the road 
I is open to travel, but it will soon 
I be in use and other units between 
•San F'ranci.sco and ,San Jose under 
1 eonstruction to provide a wide and 
well graded commi'rcial highway 
■ that will prove of inestimable 
, value to the entire state. 

I F'irst Car Over 

Desjiite the faet that the unit is 
not open to traffic, an automobile 
carrying President E. W. .Milburn 
of the Down Town Association of 
.San F’rancisco; Harvey M. Toy, 
chairman of the state highway 
commission; Colonel J. H. Skeggs, 
division engineer of the commis¬ 
sion, and A. Smith, was driven 
over the unit Sunday. At the 
southern terminal of the unit a 
liridge has yet to be constructed 
and the road continued on hard 
ground to Sun Mateo. But even if 
difficulty is encountered here, the 
j road is graded to a point that per- 
|mits turning off and entering 
I Broadway in Burlingame. 

Wide Road 

The roii'l is sixty feet wide in 
most jduces and there are stretches 
where it reaches a width of eighty 
feet. The road is lever for the en¬ 
tire .seven-mile stretch and there 
are hut few turns. The fills are of 
a clay and rock formation, hauled 
I from the hills skirting the buy, 
and splendid drainage canals have 
lieen installed to care for the back 
waters of the bay and the seepage 
from the San Mateo hills that has 
always been troublesome in this 
district. 

There is little danger of sinkage, 
according to Engineer Skeggs, and 
if any they will be of a minor na¬ 
ture and can easily be repaired. 
The graveling of the road will take 
about three months, but the big 
job will be the construction of the 
underpass at the Southern Pacific 
main line tracks just out of .South 
City. This job will take from six 
to seven months after the con¬ 
tracts are let and the money is yet 
to be raised, although an equitable 
adjustment for the cost has been 
arranged.
